Am erhan note on submarine warfare 
was intended to pave the way for ne­ 
gotiations on the part of the United 
States with Great Britain, as well as 
Germany, 
to 
adjust 
questions 
that 
have arisen over contraband and sub­ 
marines as affecting the rights of 
neutrals. 
Count von Bernstorff Is confident 
that his government emphasized In 
the last note Its willingness to work 
“ hand in hand” with the American 
government for the establishment of 
the freedom of the sea principle with 
tile express purpose of entering into 
negotiations now on the entire ques­ 
t s of maritime warfare. 
He sent the suggestion through Dr. 
Anton 
Myer-Oerhard 
that the note 
should contain such an intimation. 
Having followed his suggestions tho 
ambassador is sure his government 
will accept a tender of good offices for 
mediation of the dispute. 
This would Involve an acceptance 
by Great Britain of the services of tho 
United States as mediator to bring 
about termination of the British re­ 
prisal—the order in council—as well 
as Germ any’s submarine attacks upon 
merchantmen. 


Mediation May Result. 


Officials of the American govern­ 
ment In the past few days have heard 
the report concerning possible* medi­ 
ation of the question, but always have 
Indicated that negotiations along such 
lines could be begun only lf there are 
assurances that In the meantime Ger­ 
man 
submarine 
commanders 
would 
be guided by the principles for which 
the United States Is contending—that 
American or belligerent ships which 
are unarmed and do not resist cap­ 
ture be not endangered. 
In official 
German 
quarters here, 
however, emphasis is placed on the 
fact that Germany, in the past month, 
has not torpedoed even enemy shills 
without warning and that this prac­ 
tice very probably will be continued. 
In support of this confidence Ger­ 
man 
officials 
drew attention 
to 
a 
statement given out by the Overseas 
News Agene/, an official agency In 
Berlin. 
They declared the statement must 
have had the sanction of the German 
government. 
It recited the number of 
British, Russian, French and Belgian 
ships sunk during June and added thin 
comment: 
"The loss of human life was re­ 
markably small, the submarines using 
every precaution 
and giving 
ample 
warning and time for crews to leave 
their ships, if no resistance was at­ 
tempted."

The British government at last is being forced to come to grips 
with trade unionism in revolt because of the war. For months 
the authorities have evaded frequent challenges of organized 
labor, but measures of m ilitary dUclpllne are 
now 
becoming 
necesary to prevent a coal famine. 
Not only arc the munitions 
factories dependent upon tin coal output, but also a shortage of 
fuel would seriously cripple the British fleet. The government, 
therefore, is forced by the necessity of self preservation to com­ 
pel the miners to end their strike for higher wages 
The point at Issue between the miners and mine owners is 
not an increased wage itself, but the m anner of its application. 
The operators are willing to pay more money, but, because of 
the unusual war conditions, they want the advance to ha tem ­ 
porary and to take the form of a war bonus. 
The miners refuse 
tills proposal and demand a perm anently 
higher 
wage to be­ 
come immediately effective. 
At the same time the miners re 
fuse to submit their case to mediation and thus they invite u 
conflict with the governm ent’s regulation compelling 
arhitra 
tlon of industrial disputes during tile war. 
The situation is the more ser-ious because tile coal miners are 
the aristocrats of British trade unionism. 
Their national union 
is the most powerful In the co un try ; 
they receive a higher 
average wage than do any other organized 
workingmen; 
and 
they "have long pcwsi-ssed a privileged position in labor circles. 
The British government, therefore, in its Arm wartime en­ 
counter with trade unionism, has as its antagonist tile most 
powerful opponent that could be chosen. 
How far the govern 
ment can go in arbitrarily bringing the miners to terms is prob­ 
lematical. 
There are 150,000 members of the union and they 
are hardy men, accustomed to overawing the 
weaker 
trade 
unionists. 
The miners expect to make their fight on the enticing hnsls 
of the future of the trade union cause, 
lf sympathetic sup 
port can be enforced from tile other unions, tile government 
may he compelled to reopen the mines by hastening an arilli rn 
Hon award entirely f a v o r a b l e to the men, Irrespective of the 
merits of the controversy. 
This may be what the miners are 
working for, hoping thus to win a trade union victory greater 
than any oilier in E ngland’s history.

Tho stupendous things in war 
are isolated from the general move­ 
ment 
A great charge may he por­ 
trayed with satisfaction, but when the 
sensation of seeing it or reading about 
it is over there remains the question 
“What was it all about?” and the an­ 
swer Is difficult to convey by a rt 
Many writers have written ably on 
war themes, using great personages to 
keep up the interest The Idea which 
the lay mind gets of war is of some­ 
thing always dramatic and terrible. 
This is an error. 
War is exceedingly 
commonplace in tile main. The strong, 
dramatic spots are comparatively few. 
So, while it is difficult to build up mas 
ten* lee es on war material, it is possi­ 
ble, as has been proved in nil ages, to 
create war fiction ami war poetry at 
once vivid and edifying. The almost 
universal horror of war comes from 
studying about it in books and pic­ 
tures. And there remains more to be 
written and (minted.

With the sole exception perhaps of 
the British, tho number of prisoners j

taken in the European war lins been 
abnormal. 
There have been but two 
or three military fizzles or disasters 
which would account for heavy nills 
of captives. Take the 250,000 French 
captives. Ordinarily that should mean 
open Held tight tug against odds in en­ 
emies of three or four to one. At this 
rate tile million und odd Russian prls 
oners should indicate more German 
and Austrian foes in close contact 
than tile Teutonic allies have put In 
the eastern field. The Austrian roster 
of captives is also high. The countries 
named have conscript armies, 
it lias 
been hinted, if not openly charged, 
that the war U not a popular uprising, 
but an affair of diplomacy. Unwilling­ 
ness on the part of the rank and tile 
to contest it buttle to the finish will 
account for excessive losses in prison­ 
ers.

“Military 
necessity knows no law,” also knows 
no i»olitlcul ideals. 
A Caesar with a 
big stick is what war must have, and 
so whatever is uplifting. Immune and 
lilierul must walt—lie set aside. For a 
generation tile Liberals have insists! 
that the state give the people what the 
people want. Now the reign of blood 
and iron demands that the people give 
to the state what the state wants—obe­ 
dience, labor, life.

Daniels said he would not announce 
the names of the members of the ad­ 
visory board until after his return to 
Washington. 
“My Intention Is to have all mem­ 
bers of the board so well known that 
no one will ask ‘Who Is he?’ " Daniels 
said. 
“My Idea In organizing this 
navul hoard Is to bring about a mobil­ 
ization of the brains of the country. 
I want to get tho men who have de 
voted their liven to science to use 
their genius and skill for the benefit 
of the country. My reason for coming 
here to confer with Mr. Edison Is to 
get his suggestions for developing the 
scope of tho work. 
"After we get the board and begin 
to get results wo shall be In a state 
of defense such as no other country 
has e # r known. 
"My purpose Is to have this board 
develop the submarine and aeroplane. 
If we had begun twenty-five years ago 
to encourage Inventors and inventions 
we today would be controlling the 
submarine and aeroplane. 
The next 
war will he fought by machinery and 
men of brains.*"
